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Romney Says 
Burch Due To 
Lose Position 


GO P's Embattled 
National Chairman 
Is Preparing Plea 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Michi­ 
gan Gov. George Romney pre­ 
dicts Dean Burch is on the way 
out, but the embattled national 
chairman is preparing his plea 
to Republican National Commit­ 
tee members to keep him in the 
$30,000-a-year post

Dwight D. Eisenhower and with 
Burch but declined to say what 
was discussed at either meet­ 
ing. He had breakfast with Ei­ 
senhower at an undisclosed lo­ 
cation and met in late afternoon 
with Burch at GOP headquar­ 
ters here. 
At a capitol news conference, 
Romney said he is more certain 
than ever Burch will be ousted 
when the question comes up at 
the national committee meeting 
Jan. 22-23 in Chicago. 
Burch’s 
letter, 
giving 
his 
views on party issues and the 
reasons why he feels be should 
be retained as national chair­ 
man, is expected to be mailed 
Monday to the 132 members of 
the committee. 
An Associated Press survey of 
the committee showed Friday 
that most members were wait­ 
ing to hear what Burch had to 
say before committing them­ 
selves on whether they would 
favor his retention. 
Romney, at his news confer­ 
ence, referred to the statement 
issued last weekend by 18 GOP 
governors 
and governors-elect 
after a meeting in Denver. It 
called for major changes in the 
national committee. 
"We need a chairman who is 
objective, and who makes the 
party inclusive rather than ex­ 
clusive,” he said. "This calls for 
a 
change 
as the 
governors 
meeting indicated.” 
Burch was a top aide to de­ 
feated Republican presidential 
nominee Barry Coldwater be­ 
fore last summer’s GOP nation­ 
al convention. He was elected 
national 
chairman 
on 
Cold­ 
water’s recommendation. 
Burch bas said that those 
seeking to oust him are really 
trying to throw Coldwater out of 
Republican conference, said he 
disagrees with this interpreta­ 
tion. 
Meanwhile, a p r o m i n e n t 
House 
Republican, 
Michigan 
Rep. Gerald Ford Jr., lined up 
behind the idea that Burch must 
demonstrate he has a clear ma­ 
jority of the national committee 
behind him. 
Ford, chairman of the House 
Republican conference, sai dhe 
thought Burch should be re­ 
moved unless be has support 
from at least 60 per cent oaf the 
national committee.

"I think it’s unfair to ask chil­ 
dren to tell about their private 
affairs,” said Mrs. Bannigan. 
"It’s an invasion of privacy.” 
Mrs. Bannigan, a housewife, 
also contends that psychological 
tests are being used as a conver- 
up for lazy 
and 
inefficient 
teachers. 
‘My son Johnny is getting Cs 
and Ds because he’s not getting 
enough homework,” she said. 
There are too many frills in 
the school curriculum, and this 
is one of them.” 
She said many teachers today 
don’t give homework assign­ 
ments because they’re either 
too lazy or too busy getting 
graduate degrees in order to 
qualify for higher salaries. 
The tests, she contended, are 
merely an excuse for putting 
the blame for Johnny’s grades 
on his family environment. 
And, she suggested, if teach­ 
ers must poke into the domestic 
lives af their students, “parents 
may ask for equal time and 
prepare their own tests for 
teachers.”

Saigon Buddhist headquarters 
told of a multi-pronged anti- 
government campaign on the 
heels of the Huong regime’s an­ 
nouncement that more United 
States aid would be pouring in 
to help South Viet Nam’s armed 
forces and economy in the anti­ 
communist war. 
These developments marked 
the end of two weeks of relative 
calm in the capital and the be­ 
ginning of the Buddhist cam­ 
paign: 
1. Buddhist Monk Thick Tmh 
Khiet, nominal over-all leader 
of the Buddhists, and several 
ranking aides said they would 
conduct a 48-hour hunger strike. 
2. B u d d h i s t headquarters 
opened for a continuous round 
of prayers for the government * 
overthrow. 
3. The main Buddhist school 
in Saigon issued a pamphlet to­ 
day condemning British Am­ 
bassador Gordon Etherington- 
Smith for his Dec. 3 speech at 
his home, praising Huong, who 
was the guest of honor. 
4. Monks in Darlac Province, 
160 miles northeast of Saigon, 
said they were awaiting orders 
from Saigon to begin protest 
suicides against the government 
such as the series of fieiry self- 
sacrifices 
which 
last 
year 
helped bring down the Ngo Dinh 
Diem regime. 
Originally, Buddhist leaders 
supported Huong but objected to 
several members of his cabinet 
on grounds that they had been 
affiliated with the Diem regime. 
Huong refused to reshuffle the 
cabinet and the Buddhist lead­ 
ers turned their attacks on 
Huong himself. They have made 
it clear they would settle for 
nothing less than veto power 
over the appointments of any 
ranking official in Viet Nam.

officials say Viet Cong agents 
have infiltrated the Buddhist 
groups, seeking to turn national 
rule into chaos. 
The Buddhist hierarchy, in a 
letter to U.S. Ambassador Max­ 
well D. Taylor, called on the 
United States for support in a 
campaign to oust Huong’s re­ 
gime.

Choosing a doll to nestle un­ 
der the Christmas tree for that 
youngster in your shopping list 
can be a pleasure and a puzzle, 
says Lucille Pepooo, Extension 
family life specialist at Oh i o 
State University. The shopper 
is confronted with an almost end­ 
less variety of dolls. 
The child’s age is a good cue 
to what land of doll might be 
suitable. A baby doesn’t notice 
details, so a small washable rag 
doll about IO inches long, cud­ 
dly and light enought to be drag­ 
ged around by the arm is ideal. 
A doll for a very small child 
needs no wardrobe. Bright color­ 
ed squares of cheesecloth which 
can be easily wrapped around 
the doll are preferred. 
A child from two to three 
years old like a lightweight, 
•asy-to-hold doll. And at t h i s 
age it should be washable! The 
three-and-a-half to four-year-old 
will like a baby doll. This doll 
should be 1218 inches long, with 
a lightweight soft body. It needs 
•yes which open and dose. 
Glass eyes are more durable 
than 
celluloid 
ones. 
Strong 
springs make the eyes of better 
dolls almost “push-in proof," 


says Miss Pepoon. 
Between the age of four and 
five, little girls develop an in­ 
terest in doll clothes. They like 
a doll about 15 inches long- 
small enough to hold and dress 
easily. A doll with straight arms 
and legs is easy to handle. 
The doll should have hair, a 
mouth slightly open showing 
teeth, and eyes which open and 
close. The most durable wigs are 
sewed on and made of r e a I 
hair, m o h a i r or fur. Fur is 
washable. The clothes should be 
made so the child can dress and 
undress her doll. The child can­ 
not manage tiny snaps and but­ 
tons so large snaps and buttons 
about the size of a dime should 
be used. 
The 6-year-old regards her doll 
as a person and begins to play 
house. All types of dolls are wel 
come at this age and large ward­ 
robes are important. Frim six 
to twelve years old, the child 
has more interest in doll clothes 
which need to be as true to the 
model as possible. 
The child may want to sew for 
her "family". You might want 
to give her patterns for dol l 
clothes, sewing materials and 
even a small sewing machine 


Fluffy snow may look pretty 
on your evergreens, but most of 
them cannot carry the weignt 
without permanent damage. 
According to Extension hor­ 
ticulturists at the Ohio State 
University, the best way to 
remove fresh fallen snow from 
evergreens is to strike the 
branches from below with a 
broom. Brushing snow off or 
striking branches from above 
may break them off. 
If a broom isn’t handy, simply 
take hold of the branch, lift it 
and give it a couple of shakes 
back and forth. Upper branches 
can be reached with a garden 
rake. Branches out of reach are 
usually younger ones and, be­ 
ing more pliable, can carry the 
weight. 
Foundation evergreens, such 
as spreading junipers and yews 
have several main stems rather 
than one like some upright typ­ 
es. Heavy snow and ice loads 
on these spreaders can split 
them down the middle or oth­ 
er wise damage them.

Record Year 
For Soil Lab 
At Ohio State

Ohio State University’s s o i l 
testing laboratory has complet­ 
ed another record year of busi­ 
ness, testing more than 94,400 
•oil samples in the past year. 
Figures carried in a report re­ 
leased this week by Dr. 0. L. 
Musgrave, Ohio State Univer­ 
sity Extension Agronomist and 
Laboratory Director, show that 
•4,488 soil samples were tested 
this business year, compared to 
87,305 tested last year. The re­ 
port cover the period from No­ 
vember I, 1963, to October 31, 
3JB64. 
The laboratory conducts ne 
el the largest central soil test­ 
ing programs in the United 
States. Wayne County leads in 
n u m b e r f soil tests for the 
second consecutive year. It’s 
total was 3,212. Clinton County 
was s e c o n d with 2,320 and 
Darke was third with 2,213. 
Other counties in the top ten 
were Seneca, Putnam, Hi s - 
cock* Huron, Wood, Licking 
and Holmes. 
April, August and September 
were the busiest months for 
the laboratory. It received ll,- 
924 soil samples in April 12,614 in 
August and 11,322 in September. 
Volume of business has more 
than doubled since 1958 when the 
laboratory processed about 45,- 
500 aoli samples.

branch, the tree could be either 
a fir or spruce. When needles 
are removed from a spruce twig, 
r o u g h , woody leaf bases a r e 
left on the twig. When the twigs 
do not have rough leaf bases left 
on the twig, but show depressed, 
oval scars w h e r e the needles 
fell off, it probably is a fir. 
Pines and firs will hold their 
n e e d l e s better than spruces 
when placed in a warm, dry 
room, Cowen says. 


SLENDER, upright - growing 
arborvitaes and junipers can be 
protected from ice and snow by 
tying the branches. Begin at the 
base of the tree and wrap sturdy 
card spirally around the tree un 
till you reach the top. 
A couple of turns back down 
the tree and you can tie the cord 
to itself. This prevents snow 
from piling up (Mi the branches. 
It will simply slide off. It isn’t 
necessary to tie the plant up 
tight, just enough to prevent the 
snow load and still retain the 
beauty of the tree.

Farmer's Cost Will Differ 
In Production of C o w Feed

AU types of farm production 
incur costs. 
But there is a difference 
among the costs of producing 
different cow feeds. In the pro­ 
duction of hay, for example, 
the costs are allocated quite 
differently from the cases of 
other feed crops. 
Hay can be a rather high pric­ 
ed feed if a d a i r y m a n is 
satisfied with low yields. Why? 
A large proportion of the ex­ 
penses connected with hay is 
fixed on land charges and over­ 
head on machinery, and almost 
all the variable expenses occur 
at harvest. 
Another unusual fact is that 
hay machinery is approximate­ 
ly the same size regardless of 
the acreage. Efficiency gained 
by using large machines is lim­ 
ited accordingly. 
• • • 
RESULTS from cost studies 
on Ohio farms made by Walter 
Harter, Extension Economist at 
Ohio S t a t e University, have 
shown that typicaUy the follow- 
ing fixed and variable costs were 
incurred on each acre in making 
a single cutting of hay: man la­ 
bor — $5.25; tractor power — 
$2.34; machinery — $5.95; lime 
— 50 cents; seed — $4; twine — 
95 cents and land charge —$16.- 
50. The total was 1.8 tons per 
acre so that the cost per ton was 
$19.72. 
Variable costs such as man 
labor, 
gasoline, repairs a n d 
twine, jumped with second and 
third cuttings. But fixed costs 
remained the same and were 
spread over more tons. 
The studies have shown that 
two c u t t i n g s per year made 
three tons with a total cost of 
$49.55 or $16.52 per ton. In three 
cuttings the yield rose to 3.7 
tons and costs reached $57.05 
per acre with the cost per ton 
dropping to $15.42. 
Ohio 
studies have 
shown 
that meadows averaged 6 tons 
(2 tons bay equivalent) of 


grass silage per acre for the 
first cutting. The total costs 
were $32.15 per acre or $5.36. 
per ton. 
Twelve tons of corn silage 
were made from a crop that 
would yield 80 bushels of grain. 
The total expenses were $84.60 
per acre or $7.05 per ton. 
Storage 
too 
created 
fixed 
costs. The annual fixed cost of 
storing a ton of silage in a 20 
by 60 concrete silo was $1.36. 


The total annual cost of storing 
a ton of hay was $1.58. 
In considering these figures, 
remember that it takes 3 tons 
of silage to contain as much dry 
matter as a ton of hay. Thus, 
on a dry-matter equivalent ba­ 
sis (up to the point of feeding), 
3 tons of grass silage have an 
annual cost over $20, and 3 tons 
of corn silage over $25. One ton 
of hay from a field cut 3 times 
would cost $17. Hay can be the 
cheapest source of dry matter. 


Cattlemen To Hear Talks 
On Marketing January 7

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson can afford to stay 
mum for a while, and he is. 
Ever since he won the election 
the White House has been prace 
tically sound-proof, and this will 
probably go on into January. 
This is enought to irritate any­ 
one who can’t get used to the 
great stillness around here. It is 
unusual, but Johnson seems to 
be playing it cool. 
True, he has talked to busi­ 
nessmen about prosperity and 
how he wants to get along with 
them; he issued a statement on 
Viet Nam; and he had a two- 
day talk with British Prime 
Minister Wilson. 
But he didn’t say anything 
unexpected in his business talk 
besides urging bankers to keep 
their interest rate down. And 
the statement on Viet Nam was 
so vague no one could tell what 
he had in mind. 
As for Wilson, the two men 
announced they had discussed a 
number of things and both were 
anxious to find solutions. But 
they didn’t offer any. 
Otherwise, 
the 
five weeks 
since election have been very 
quiet, with Johnson spending 
most of his time on his Texas 
ranch, having his aides and oth­ 
ers fly down to see him. 
This is a switch from the way 
Johnson skipped around through 
most of 1963, before and during 
the campaign, making speeches 
and holding news conferences 
almost on the run. 
He was always saying some­ 
thing, or doing something, a 
man in search of approval. But 
then, when he got such over­ 
whelming approval in hte elec­ 
tion, it’s no wonder if he felt 
silence would be appropriate for 
a time and for a change. 
Yet the very quietude created 
a mystery, a wondering: What’s 
he up to? Of all people, and un­ 
intentionally, it was Sen. Barry 
Coldwater who helped create 
this condition. 
Coldwater 
spent 
so much 
campaign time defending him­ 
self, particularly against the 
charge of being trigger-happy, 
that he did very little about say­ 
ing exactly what he’d do if 
elected. 
This was wonderful for John­ 
son. Since the polls already had 
him away out in front and Cold­ 
water wasn’t offering specific 
programs, Johnson didn’t have 
to try to outbid with programs 
af his own. 
This left him free to move and 


maneuver as he thought best at 
the time, picking and choosing 
among a lot of programs he 
might otherwise have had to pin 
himself to in the campaign. 
In the meantime, being John­ 
son. the President has been 
busy behind the walls of the 
ranch-house 
and 
the 
White 
House preparing for next year 
when Congress comes back. 
So, for all of these reasons, he 
probably will keep on not saying 
much until next month. 
This seems simple but what 
isn’t simple is how he is going to 
make good on just about the 
biggest promise he made — and 
this was long before the cam­ 
paign. 
This was the promise of the 
"Great Society." It got a lot of 
attention when he mentioned it 
in speeches last April and May. 
He will have four years to 
spell it out. But almost certainly 
sooner than that he’ll have to 
spell out what he has in mind 
about foreign policy, a field 
much less familiar to him than 
domestic politics and problems. 
If he follows the technique he 
used when he ran the Senate 
back in the 1950s, he’B probably 
soft-pedal his utterances on for­ 
eign policy until he has his 
chessmen all lined up.

Besides Classrooms 


Colleges and universities everywhere 
in the U n i t e d States are building or 
planning new buildings, even wholcnew 
campuses, to meet rising enrollments. 
In 1965 it is e x p e c t e d there will be 
5.2 milton college students; 
in 
1990 
there will be 10.2 million. 
But the expansion is mainly structur­ 
al. It does not include a comparable in­ 
crease in the s u p p I v of college teach­ 
ers. The Carnegie Foundation for the 
Advancement of Teaching warns t h a t 
while 37.500 new vacuity members will 
be needed in the academic year 1969-70, 
only 20,000 persons are expected to get 
doctoral degrees In that year. Of these 
only 9,000 will go into teaching. 
The foundation p u t s most of t h e 
blame on the colleges and universities. 
They have permitted the teaching of un­ 
dergraduates to lose status. They eager- 
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ly seek r e s e a r c h grants which en­ 
courage an increasing number of facul­ 
ty members to shun classroom chores. 
With an increasing share of the cost 
of higher education falling on the tax­ 
payers, the f u t u r e supply of compe­ 
tent instructors becomes a m atter of 
public concern. The Carnegie Founda­ 
tion fears that present policies must in­ 
evitably b r i n g a deterioration in t h e 
training of undergraduates, w h i c h 
would make a mockery of all those fine 
and costly new facilities. 
The remedies the Carnegie report pro­ 
poses would require changes in attitud­ 
es that must be effected chiefly on t h e 
campus. But it is unlikely the changes 
will be made w i t h o u t pressure from 
outside, including contributors to en 
dowment funds and taxpayers.

WASHINGTON—The Washing­ 
ton, D. C., school system has 
recently benefited by separate 
grants of money from the Ford 
Foundation and Sargent Shriv­ 
er’ s Office of Economic Oppor­ 
tunity which, in the name of the 
anti-poverty drive, will be spent 
on expanding educational oppor­ 
tunities in one of the worst slum 
areas in the national capital. 
The experiment will be worth 
watching by school boards ev­ 
erywhere. 
The placement of this money, 
involves a bet on the education­ 
al ideas of Carl Hansen, the su­ 
perintendent of the Washington 
s c h o o l system, who, in a city 
that is a magnet for deprived 
Negroes from all over the rural 
S o u t h , is delivering first-rate 
s c h o o l i n g without getting 
himself involved in the sort of 
sociological conflict that centers 
on bussing in other parts of the 
country. It is Dr. Hansen’s con- 
v i c t i 0 n that once a child has 
mastered certain basic tools of 
learning, he will be able to make 
his own way in the world regard­ 
less of his social origins. Since 
the 
Washington 
schools 
are 
more or less segregated for 
purely de facto reasons (the 
drift of white families to the 
suburbs has left the city schools 
with an 87 per cent N e g r o en­ 
rollment), Dr. Hansen will have 
ample opportunity to prove his 
point 
as 
more 
and 
m o r e 
Negroes get the benefit of his 
programs. 
Several years ago this colum­ 
nist sat in on some classes in 
Washington’s A m i d o n School, 
where Dr. Hansen’s ideas were 
first applied by Dr. Dorothy 
Johnson, who has since become 
an assistant in charge of all ele­ 
mentary school education in the 
District of Columbia. Using a 
system of language instruction 
that combined old-fashioned pho­ 
netic drill with the newer “pro­ 
gressive” 
sight - recognition 
methods, Dr. Johnson had her 
first, second and third grade pu­ 
pils reading with superior com­ 
prehension and writing clearly 
without regard to I. Q.’s or soc­ 
ial origins. Amidon’s courses in 
literature, history and science 
were also better than could be 
found in many well-heeled sub­ 
urbs outside the national capit­ 
al. The “Amidon idea” was so 
successful that it has since been 
a p p l i e d in 130 elementary 
schools throughout the District 
of Columbia. As Dr. Johnson 
put it, “We are sharpening the 
listening ability of children, im­ 
proving the ‘word attack skills’ 
of the student in every wav. 


Spelling scores have improved. 
This is significant when you con­ 
sider that many of our children 
have never heard good speech. 
Some of the children have nev­ 
er even been asked a question 
in a complete sentence before 
coming to school.” 
The spread of the Amidon sys­ 
tem throughout the District will 
be supplemented in the chosen 
Cardozo area by Ford and Sar­ 
gent Shriver money that is fed 
in through the capital’s United 
Planning Organization. 
Enroll­ 
ments in five new preschool cen­ 
ters for pre-kindergarten child­ 
ren will be expanded. The idea 
is to enlist three - 
and-four 
year-olds in langauge programs 
that will make up for deficienc­ 
ies that normally result from 
growing up in families the eith­ 
er have no respect for books or 
no knowledge of their contents. 
“We hope to make these chil­ 
dren much more verbal,” says 
Dr. Johnson. 
In the “ model school system” 
being set up in the Cardozo area 
thore will be a good deal of ex­ 
perimentation with the newer 
educational devices. The so-call­ 
ed “initial teaching alphabet,” 
which contains a separate sym­ 
bol, or letter, for each sound in 
the language, will be used. So, 
too, will the device of present­ 
ing different words in different

So keep your eyes on the Wash­ 
ington system in general a n d 
the Cardozo area in particular.

She 
was subdued by police. 
Guevara reacted cooly when 
he learned he had been her tar­ 
get.

“It is better to be 
killed by a woman with a knife 
than by a man with a gun.” 
Four hours after the bazooka 
shot, two men broke from the 
picket line and cut the rope on 
the Russian flagpole, sending 
the Soviet emblem falling to the 
ground. Hie two were arrested. 
The bazooka was found on a 
Queens pier, a paper Cuban flag 
pasted on it. The shell was 
lobbed about 850 yards before it 
fell into the water about IOO 
yards from the Manhattan shore 
and the U. N. Building. 
The blast sent up a 15-foot 
geyser witnessed by some U.N. 
observers in the building and by 
boatmen on the river. 
The General Assembly ses­ 
sion, which Guevara had been 
addressing at the time, went on 
undisturbed by the muffled roar 
outside.

source who declined use of his 
name said the bazooka firing 
was the work of an anti-Castro 
group called “the Black Front.’ 
He said he was a member of the 
group, that the shot was di­ 
rected at Guevara ana was “a 
Christmas present to the en­ 
slaves Cuban people.” 
Guevara, minister of industry 
and No. 2 man on the Commu­ 
nist island ruled by Fidel Cas­ 
tro, strolled later through 
the

the groove in the table. 
Young was killed by a bullet 
from Burns’ pistol. Burns was 
shot by patrolman John Angell, 
who testified he fired because 
when he entered the house he 
found Burns holding a pistol 
and “I was convinced he w’as 
going to shoot someone.”
